ordered Lynette’s Limousine 
Service, Inc. “To immediate- 
ly. cease all operations, 
declaring that its vehicles 
and drivers pose an immi- 
nent hazard to public safe- 
ty.” 

The prominent Main Street 


business, operating since 
1984, offers twenty vehicles 
ranging from party buses, 
stretch limousines, antique 
cars, and sedans. Well 
known by parents for bring- 
ing kids to proms and brides 
to weddings, the business is 
not able to operate until a 
lengthy list of standards are 
met to rectify the violations 
laid out in a 17 page report. 

“Passengers on limousines, 
vans and buses, as well as 
every traveler on the road 
with them, deserve to reach 
their destination safely,” 
said U.S. Transportation 
Secretary Anthony Foxx. 
“Companies. that. disregard 
basie rules and jeopardize 
safety. will not be allowed to 
operate.” 

The | shutdown order 
announced Tuesday follows 
an investigation by a team 
of specially trained FMCSA 
safety investigators estab- 
lished in April to conduct 
intensified, “quick strike” 
investigations of high-risk 


passenger carriers. 

Federal investigators 
found that Lynette’s 
Limousine Service failed to 
systematically and properly 
inspect, repair or maintain 
its vehicles and allowed 
vehicles that failed safety 
inspections to transport pas- 
sengers. Investigators also 
state that company owners 
failed to monitor and ensure 
that drivers complied with 
hours-of-service _require- 
ments, dispatched unquali- 
fied drivers to transport pas- 
sengers and failed to ensure 
drivers complied with con- 
trolled substances and alco- 
hol use testing regulations, 

“When it comes to safety, 
there is no cutting corners,” 
said FMCSA Administrator 
Anne S. Ferro. “We will con- 
tinue to take immediate 
action to shut down compa- 
nies that put the traveling 
public at risk. Safety is 
paramount.”

Rebounding from poverty 
through basketball

WILMINGTON - Some chil- 
dren in Chennai, India have 
never seen a basketball in 
their lives. 

“They don’t have televi- 
sions. They’ve never seen 
the NBA. They’ve never 
seen- anything like this 
before,” said. 19-year-old 
Maggie Brown after return- 
ing from the largely impov- 
erished country where she 
rat - basketball camps as a 
student volunteer. 

*The- Wilmington native 
traveled to Chennai, India 
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through the international 
non-profit organization 
Crossover Basketball and 
Scholars Academy. Brown 
provided basketball instruc- 
tion and classroom sessions 
to the poorest children, many 
living in the nearby slums. 

During her sophomore year 
at Wilmington High School, 
Brown was offered a basket- 
ball scholarship at Philips 
Academy, where she met 
biology teacher, Raj Mundra. 
Mundra, on the board of 
directors for the Crossover 
program, invited Brown and 
15 star basketball athletes 
from across Massachusetts 
to participate in the two- 
week camp, with the goal of 
using basketball as an 
avenue to increase confi- 
dence and _ ultimately 
improve education. 

“It’s nothing like here the 
United States,” Brown said. 
“Their classrooms are noth- 
ing like ours.” The rooms had 
windows but no glass, which 
allowed swarms of bugs 
inside.

People drank. it 
out-of necessity: water was 
often dangerous, harboring 
bacteria and disease. Beer 
thus became a cultural sta- 
ple.. 

Initial ingredients consist- 
ed only of water and 
starch—usually moldy 
bread. According to McRae, 
bittering agents didn’t come 
until later. Beer became 
standardized after the indus- 
trial revolution, he said. 

Most modern beer is 
Bavarian, either lager or 
ale. 


He said that the United 
States saw a resurgence of 
beer companies back in 
2000. Today, there are a total 
of 2,403 breweries. That’s the 
highest in history. 

After his presentation, 
patrons were given samples 
of five different beers.

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Gravel pits were scene 


of multiple deaths by drowning 


By Larz F, NEILSON 
Editor Emeritus 


n a hot summer day, 

there’s nothing more 

tempting than a 
swimming hole with cold, 
clear water and fine sand. But 
if it’s an old gravel pit, it is not 
without danger. 

About 50 years ago, some 
gravel pits off Route 62 in 
North Wilmington became a 
popular swimming hole. The 
pits were excavated primarily 
during the construction of 
Route 93 in the late 1950s. 
Several areas in town had 
gravel pits, but here, owner 
Steve Hathaway went very 
deep with draglines, leaving 
holes with uneven bottom sur- 
faces. 

For many years after World 
War II, the town dump had 
been located adjacent to the 
pits, at the top of the hill on 
Salem Street. It repeatedly 
caught fire, bringing com- 
plaints from the North 
Reading Sanitarium, a quar- 
ter mile away. The town 


| closed the dump in June 1957. 


In the spring of 1958, Leo 


| VanSteensburg sold the pit to 
| Hathaway. 
| approached the selectmen

wanting to buy the closed 
would not sell it.

a seller’s market. 
In June 1958, the town made 


; an unsuccessful attempt to 


shut down the pit. However, a 
town injunction was over- 


| turned, and the gravel opera- 
| tion continued. In court, it was 
| said the property was a gravel 


pit prior to 1903, and thus was 


| a grandfathered use. 


Once he made his money, 
Hathaway walked away. He 
eventually sold the property to 
Robert Corey, a demolition 
contractor from Lowell. Corey 
also acquired a second proper- 
ty, off Ainsworth Road, 
between Andover Street and 
Route 125. 

The Route 62 property today 
would be referred to as 
“beyond Shea’s.” It is at the 
North Reading town line, bor- 
dered on the south by the old 
Salem & Lowell Railroad. 


| Complicating the matter is the 


fact that 17 acres of the prop- 

erty lies in North Reading. 
Wilmington selectmen, in 

the early 1960s, were aware 


| that the pits had become a 


unsupervised 
area. One young 
man had climbed a tower on 
the property, and was electro- 
cuted by the high-voltage lines 
that ran overhead. 
In July 1963, the town sani- 


dangerous 


| tarian tested the water in the 


pits and in Silver Lake for bac- 
terial counts. The tests 
showed the water in the pits to 
be much cleaner than that of 
the lake, good enough to drink. 

On July 23, Corey and James 
Murphy approached the plan- 
ning board, proposing to run a 
commercial recreation area in 
the gravel pit. They had begun 
cleaning up debris and doing 
remedial work. They wanted 
to know if a zoning change 
would be needed. The plan- 
ning board was reluctant to 
allow such a change. 

Not one week later, on 
Saturday. night, July 27, 1963, 
several teen-agers went to the 
pits for a midnight swim. 
Dorothy Sullivan, 17, of 
Jamaica Plain drowned. Her 
body was recovered at 2 a.m. 

It was not a good day for

in trouble. A swimmer report- 
ed to a lifeguard that he had 
hit something with his foot. 
The lifeguard found the girl on 
his second dive, but it was too 
late. She could not be revived. 

Town Manager’ Gerald 
Bouchard said in August that 
the swimming area at the pits 
should be reserved for town 
residents. But the issued died 
down until the following year. 

Then on June 22, 1964, a 
Tewksbury youth drowned 
after being seized with 
cramps while swimming at 
the pits. Roy Wheeler, Jr., 17, 
had been swimming with his 
brother Russell and two other 
youths. Russell was also 
seized with cramps, but was 
rescued by two Wakefield 
men. They then raced off to a 
North Reading gas station to 
call for help. North Reading 
police, believing the incident 
was happening in Wilmington, 
called Wilmington officials. 
Officer John Ritchie was the 
first to arrive, and he used a 
small hand resuscitator on 
Roy Wheeler. A minute later, 
the Wilmington Fire Dept. 
arrived, and administered 
oxygen, to no avail. 

That night, the Wilmington 
selectmen discussed the mat- 
ter. Wavie Drew asked if it 
could be certain the drowning 
took place in Wilmington. 


Good as New 
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this process, every piece of 
furniture must be moved out 
first.

As a result of the select- 
men’s vote, the town manager 
sent Corey a second letter on 
June 23, advising him that he 
was being asked to take some 
precautionary measures to 
close off the property. 

That weekend, Corey had a 
lifeguard on the property. 
There were rope lifelines 
marking an area for children 
and. chemical toilets on-site. 
Corey was charging $1 a car

Speaking Out on Slots 


Fellow 

Residents: 

As you know, the Town 
‘was recently approached by 
‘Penn National regarding the 
‘potential to develop a slot 
parlor and ancillary devel- 
opment on a 30 acre parcel 
located at 300 Ames Pond. 

Under the new statute gov- 
erning this proposal process, 
the timelines on various 
decisions are specific and 
accelerated, As a select- 
man, I wanted to express my 
view of the situation and 
wanted you to hear it from 
me directly so you know why 
[I voted to enter into the Host 
Community Agreement our 
board just negotiated. The 
agreement was a required 
step in order for you, the 
voters, to have any direct 
say in the decision. Most 
importantly, I believe the 
agreement, if it ever is 
implemented, protects our 
town and provides the posi- 
tive economic _ benefits 
intended by the statute. 

‘I want to stress that I have 
the utmost respect for any 
resident’s perspective on 
this matter - pro or con. At 
its core, I believe this is so 
significant a decision that it 
was incumbent on me as a 
selectman to give you the 
right to decide the matter. 
In-fact, the statutes involved 
require it. 

Each of us comes to the 
analysis of this opportunity 
from different perspectives: 
we are different in age, gen- 
der, proximity to the pro- 
posed site, length of time liv- 
‘ing in Tewksbury, and hold 
differing philosophies on 
‘gaming. These factors, and 
others, influence each of our 
‘subjective perspectives. I 
‘respect your individual view 
‘and am hopeful that we will 
‘conduct our discussions with 
reasonableness and respect, 
‘even if we disagree. As with 
‘many issues, there really 
‘are no right or wrong 
answers. 

. My perspective is based on 
‘my ten consecutive years of 
‘service on the Finance 
‘Committee and Board of 
Selectmen, where I have had 
a front row seat to the

‘painful budget cuts we have 


‘endured, loss of important 
‘services, draconian local aid 
‘reductions, unmet capital 
needs of our community, 
‘and burden of long term 
‘obligations on the horizon. I 
have spent many hours, 
‘days, and nights wrestling 
‘with these difficulties. I 
‘know the issues intimately 
‘and I know in my heart that 
‘we need an infusion of work- 
‘ing capital to secure our 
financial future. 

You will recall that our 
‘community pursued the 
‘Mills Mall, representing $3M 
‘per annum in new tax rev- 
‘enue. That failed. We tried 
an override. You were clear 
‘that you did not want to pay 
‘more in property taxes, so 
‘that failed. I understand 
and respect that view, but I 
‘also know we need to some- 
how change the dynamic to 
ensure our long term suc- 


cess, 

This proposed project 
offers the opportunity to 
bring $3M to $5M in new rev- 
enue and hundreds of jobs 
into the equation. There is 
and will be no other project 
that offers that potential. 
By comparison, our largest 
taxpayers pay only small 
percentages of that sum: 
Raytheon $1M; Thermo 
Fisher $127K; ‘Walmart 
$314K; the currently under 
construction East Street 
condominium development 
projects at $1M by adding 
well over 100 new residential 
dwellings and likely twice 
that in vehicles. This one 
project located on one par- 
cel can change the equation. 

I am committed to making 
sure we use the resources 
properly to avoid over- 
reliance in our operating 
budget and instead replace 
lost services, allocate funds 
to one time capital purchas- 
es and infrastructure 
improvements, and pay 
down our long term debt 
obligations (especially 
OPEB). We can potentially 
improve our water/sewer 
system and its rates, educa- 
tion system to attract new 
families, and roads & servic- 
es by using these resources 
appropriately. 

There is no question. that 
approval of this project, if it 


‘ever reaches reality, will 


change our town to some 
degree. Some will predict 
negative change; others will 
predict positive change. I 
believe that any change will 
not be completely positive or 
negative. There will be pos- 
itive benefits derived and 
there will be some negative 


- effects that must be man- 


aged and addressed. I don't 
have a crystal ball, but I per- 
sonally believe that the long 


‘term benefits will outweigh 


the potential negatives pro- 
vided we manage the issues 
properly and have a strong 
partner in Penn. 

I also trust that the 
Gaming Commission will 
scrutinize Penn National 
and this proposal should we 
approve it locally. I’ve heard 
from people on both sides of 
the issue already and I con- 
cluded that this decision is 
so. significant that you 
deserve the right to decide. I 
learned during the charter 
change debate that you want 
the final word in major deci- 
sions. I trust that you will 
make the right choices and 
you have proven time and 
again that you do. Your per- 
spective may be very differ- 
ent than mine and I assure 
you I respect that. That is 
why I wanted you to have 
final say. I urge you to get 
involved, do your research, 
and participate in the final 
decision. The future of our 
town depends on it regard- 
less of where you stand.

Chairman, was to “hammer 
out the details” with Penn 


National Gaming. 
Diseussion involved the 
rezoning proposal.

Ultimately, the firm decid- 
ed-to.pursue an overlay dis- 
trict,; which Steve Johnson, 
a member of the Planning 
Board, called “the better 
approach.” If approved, i 
will be north or east of 
Ames Pond, as well as south 
of Route 495—and it will be 
near the Office and 
Research District. Lots that 
include a portion of the 
Ames Pond shoreline will be 
included in the district. 

The, purpose of the overlay 
district is to “contain gam- 
ing,” said Simon Leming, an 
attorney representing Penn 
National Gaming. 

“We’re proposing that the 


town vote whether to change 
the bylaw,” he said. 

Leming said that the mini- 
mum proposed use is twen- 
ty-five acres. 


“If everything goes the way. 


we intend, we will be using 
one single lot, which 
exceeds twenty-five acres,” 
he said. 

The minimum frontage is 
seventy feet. Structures 
within the district will not 
be any higher than five sto- 
ries with a one hundred foot 
setback from any abutter. 
Ames Pond Drive would 
serve as the traffic access 
point. 

The design style, accord- 
ing to Leming, will be New 
England and not Las Vegas. 

Steve Johnson said that 
Penn National has given 
much of the control to the 
Planning Board. 

“They didn’t have to do 
that,” he said. 

Those in attendance used 
the question-and-answer 
period to raise frustrations 
and concerns. — 

Bob Wald wondered if the 
district, if approved, would 
still exist if the town decided 
to vote down the casino pro- 
posal. 

Steve Sadwick, 
Tewksbury’s Community 
Development Director, said 


that it would. 

Town bylaws: can be 
changed at any time, said 
Town Counsel Charles 


Zaroulis. So the overlay dis- 
trict could be eliminated by 
another vote should the pro- 


posal fail. 
Attendees also raised con- 
cerns about visibility. 


Stollier said that residents 
of Cardigan Road would “be 
looking at a berm and 
trees.” He tried to reassure 
residents that immediate 
abutters would likely be 
screened from the slots par- 
lor with landscaping, though 
the firm cannot guarantee it 
before the site design 
process is completed. 

Others were worried about 
the casino’s hours, impact 
on crime, and the constant 
presence of alcohol. They 
wondered how it might 
change the character of the 
town. 

Many of their concerns 
were addressed in two hand- 
outs drafted by the No Slots 
Tewksbury opposition 
group. One, which discusses 
what the slots parlor might 
do to Tewksbury businesses, 
says that “local restaurants 
and pubs probably have the 
most to lose.” 

“It’s hard to compete with 
free,” it said. 


Another, which was enti- 
tled “What a Slot Parlor 
Means’ for Tewksbury 
Families,” asserts that 
“crime goes up eight to ten 
percent right after a casino 
is built.” 

It also noted that “no fami- 
ly is immune to addiction.” 

Both handouts said that 
the town has not spent 
enough time to properly 
study the impact. 

Andover officials are also 
concerned. According to an 
article in the Andover 
Townsman, Senator Barry 
Finegold and Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Alex 
Vispoli have said that they 
will oppose the proposal. 

The Planning Board voted 
unanimously to approve the 
overlay district. 

Tewksbury will hold a 


Special Town Meeting on . 


August 20. In order for the 
casino to pass, residents 
must first approve the 
rezoning by two-thirds 
majority. If this happens, 
then a vote to approve the 
casino will take place on 
September 21. 

The Board of Selectmen 
will sign the warrants for 
the Special Town Meeting 
and the upcoming election 
on Thursday.

Two vehicles mentioned in 
the report that failed routine 
state inspections included a 
2008 -  16+-passenger 
Escalade _ stretch limo, 
which failed inspection in 
2011, and a 2008 16+ passen- 
ger Hummer stretch limo 
that failed in 2010. The 
agency said the firm was 
unable to produce any 
records that show any fur- 
ther inspections were con- 
ducted, let alone passed. 

The agency also states that 
the firm has “no effective 
oversight of its drivers,” and 
puts unqualified drivers on 
the road behind the wheels 
of commercial vehicles. 
Further, the FMCSA states 
that Lynette’s does not have 
a system in place to monitor 
and ensure that drivers 
comply with drivers’ hours 
of service requirements, 
drivers’ records of duty sta- 
tus requirements, and driv- 
ers’ controlled substances 
and alcohol use and testing 
requirements. 

By not having a system in 
place to determine driver 
safety, including the number 
of hours worked, the firm 
was not only violating safety 
regulations, but was alleged- 
ly putting drivers on the 
road that exceeded regula- 
tions. 

According to the report, 
investigators observed one 
driver sleeping in a limou- 
sine at 7:45 a.m. Upon being 
interviewed by an investiga- 
tor, the driver stated he “had 
driven until 2:00 a.m., was 
going to his day job, and 
would then return at 7:00 
p.m. and drive again until 
2:00 a.m.” 

This action becomes the 
15th out-of-service order 
issued by FMCSA since the 
deployment in April 2013 of 
more than 50 "Operation 
Quick Strike" safety investi- 
gators targeting high-risk 
passenger carriers. 

In the past three months, 
FMCSA has also revoked the 
operating authority of nine 
additional bus companies 
following compliance review 
investigations that resulted 
in an “unsatisfactory” safety 
rating. 

Since the beginning of 
2013, FMCSA has issued out- 
of-service orders to a total of 


22 bus companies and nine 
trucking companies. The 
agency has also declared 
seven commercial driver's 


license holders as imminent 
hazards, blocking them from 
operating in interstate com- 
merce.

“It 
was basically an open room 


| with a dirt floor. There were 


no books or pencils. The 
classrooms were overcrowd- 
ed with more than 100 stu- 
dents and the teachers often 
didn’t have college educa- 
tions.” In fact, in the slum 
communities Brown visited 
most had never heard of col- 
lege. “Mostly the boys are 
educated and the girls are 
kept home,” Brown said. 
“Families are more con- 
cerned with marrying their 
daughters off than having 
them educated.” 

Those who do go to school 
rarely go beyond 10th grade. 
“The families send them to 
work instead because they 
need money. In the slums, 
they live on less than one 
dollar a day.” 

According to Paycheck. in 
the minimum wage in the 
region Brown visited was 
just $1.64 for a male working 
an agricultural job. Other 
industries pay i fi ae 
less. 

During her visit, Brown dis- 
covered that children were 
sent to school not for the edu- 
cation, but for the free hot 
meal. “For some kids, it’s 
the only meal they have that 
day,” she said. “We wouldn’t 
even consider it a meal here 
- a little bit of rice or bread, 
known as Naan. Another rea- 
son young children were sent 
to school: it was free - a 
place to send them until they 
were old enough to work. 
“Most boys will go through 
primary school - 5th or 6th 
grade - then won’t go on to 
secondary or high school,” 
she said. “College exists in 
India, but it is so expensive 
families can’t afford it. Only 
the elite upper-class is col- 
lege educated.” 

Yet despite the rampant 
poverty, the people of 
Chennai are optimistic, 
Brown said. “They are living 
in straw huts, but they have 
so much hope for the future. 
They work hard and do 


everything they can to make ~ 


better lives for themselves.

When Stacey and Lewis 
Forman line up at the start- 
ing line for the start of their 
50-mile Wellesley to 
Wellesley bike ride in the 
Pan.

wondered ‘why me?’ and 
been hard pressed to keep 
on fighting. 

But not Utegg, who instead 
faced this challenge just as 
she had her previous chal- 
lenges, going through radia- 
tion treatments as she won 
her battle over cancer. 

Despite all of the obstacles 
she has faced, when you talk 
to Utegg, you do not hear 
any bitterness, or any ‘why 
me?.’ Instead it is more a 
case of Utegg trying to find 
ways to help others, as she 
will be doing in the PMC, for 
which she has. already 
raised close to $7,000 in 
donations. 

So, how does she maintain 
such a positive outlook, at 
least to outside observers? 

“I really have to give all 
the credit to my family,” 
Utegg said. “They are my 
rock. I know I sound good 
and positive, but the fact is I 
have a disability and limita- 
tions that come with it that 
they deal with every day. 

“And we deal with it 
through the love and support 
of others, but we maintain it 
through our family. It is 
Team Utegg, and we all 
work very hard to make it 
work.” 

Her family, husband Mike 
and daughter Rachael have 
also been a huge part of 
Utegg being able to train for 
the PMC as well as previous 
events such as triathlons 
and other test of endurance. 

“It takes a lot of time out of 
our day, between working 
out, training and fund rais- 
ing,” Utegg said. “There are 
no short bike rides when you 
are training for this and you 
can be out of the house for 
long stretches, so you really 
need the understanding of 
your family.” 

Probably part of that 
understanding comes from 


previously being part of the 
event as a volunteer. 

The dedicated parents 
have taken a two year hiatus 
from the event after the 
birth of their first child, 
daughter Ella in 2011. But

the way the family banded 
together to battle through 
both Utegg’s accident as 
well as her cancer diagno- 
sis. When Utegg was diag- 
nosed with cancer it was a 
blow that would obviously be 
difficult for anybody to hear 
about. But for the Utegg 
family, the accident was 
even more difficult to over- 
come. 

“The cancer was a shock, 
however I really have to say 
that the accident was ore 
devastating to our lives,” 
Utegg said. “It took longer 
to bounce back from that.” 

But Utegg did bounce 
back, so much so that in 2011 
she competed in her first 
ever triathlon, the Nautica 
Malibu Triathlon in 
California to benefit the 
Children’s Hospital in Los 
Angeles Pediatric Cancer 
Research Program. Utegg 
was only supposed to com- 
pete in the cycling portion of 
the triathlon, but when she 
finished with that- portion of 
the event she decided to con- 
tinue. 

Not only did she finish all 
three stages of the race 
(swim, bike, run), but she 
was the _ Paratriathlon 
Women’s first place finisher. 
It was just another example 
of Utegg overcoming odds 
stacked against her. 

“T was only supposed to do 
the cycling, but I got out 
there and it was so amazing 
I said I’m going to do the 
whole thing,” Utegg said. 
“People were lie, ‘are you 
sure’, and I just said, ‘yes I 
am doing it’. 

“It was absolutely fabu- 
lous. I am so proud of it. I 


could not go back last year 


because of an injury, but I 
am going back this year and 
I can’t wait to do it.” 

In recognition of her 
achievement Utegg was 


part in the 50 mile race this 
time around. 

“With a child it is a little 
easier an a little more 
doable to do the fifty mile 
ride,” Stacey said. “A couple 
of years ago we did the day 
long ride together, and even 
though we could not do that, 
we still wanted to ride 
together so we are very 
happy to be taking part 
again. Between the two of 
us we have raised over $2,000 
so we are very. proud of 
that.” 

And that $2,000 is just part 
of a tremendous fund rais- 
ing effort for Stacey and 
Lewis in their previous years

awarded the Paul Mitchell 
Spirit Award for a disabled 
athlete who comes out of 
darkness and pays it for- 
ward. Utegg has received 
several awards, including 
the Huffington Post Greatest 
Person of the Day in 
February of 2012, but the 
Paul Mitchell Award held 
special significance for her. 

“That is just such an 
honor,” Utegg said. “I have 
been told so many times that 
I cannot do things, but I just 
keep pushing and trying to 
prove that I can do it. And 
with the Pan Mass 
Challenge being able to do it 
also helps so many other 
people so it is really a win- 
win situation.” 

Utegg has been a fan of the 
PMC for years, but did not 
become involved as a partic- 
ipant until last year. She 
had several reasons‘ for not 
getting involved sooner, 
including the type of bike 
she rides, but in the end 
nothing was going to hold 
her back from participating 
for such a great cause. 

“I was a little bit intimidat- 
ed at first because I ride a 
recumbent bike so I wanted 
to make sure I could com-

“So it was very 
mentally and_ physically 
challenging, but it is so 
close you just have to do it.

any extra motivation that 
they need. 

“They are amazing. In the 
110 mile ride the first 40 miles 
out of Cambridge are so 
tough, but the crowd and 
their’ signs keep you going,” 
Stacey said. “On Cherry 
Street it is really amazing. 
They ‘shut down the whole 
street and just turn it into a 
block party and they are all 
out there cheering for you. 

“And then there are the lit- 
tle ones holding signs saying 
I am here because of you. It 
is really incredible.” 

Lewis shared s similar expe- 
rience of seeing a young sup- 
porter on the side of the road 
that helped keep him moti- 
vated. 

“My first time doing it I was 
kind of slow and I was far 
behind the main pack, but 
here were still some people 
on the route,” Lewis said. 
“There was this one little kid 
sitting out there with her dad 
with a'table full of water and 
she was holding a sign that 
said ‘I am alive because of 
you.’” That is some incredible 
motivation.” 

Of course Stacey and Lewis 
draw: plenty of motivation 
from: each other as_ well. 
That. *was the case even 
before Lewis was riding 
alongside Stacey and it con- 
tinues even more so now that 
both of them are riding. 

“It has been great having 
Lewis riding with me,” Stacey 
said. “Once he volunteered

The Wolverine is a fasci- 
nating look at the iconic X-

present. It's a bleak journey 
that's often punctuated with 
violence - the action scenes 
are ferocious and vicious, 
with weapons. (guns, knives, 
arrows, claws, and more), 
explosions, and _ bloody 
hand-to-hand combat. 

Logan, aka The 
Wolverine (Hugh Jackman), 
is lost in the far reaches of 
the: wilderness. Struggling 
with nightmares that plague 
him daily - often starring 
his beloved, late Jean Grey 
(Famke Janssen) - Logan 
wants out of his immortal, 
superhuman existence. 

But a stranger from 
Japan named Yukio (Rila 
Fukushima) won't let him 
be: After Logan avenges the 
death of a grizzly bear at 
the hands of a cruel hunter, 
Yukio finds him and spirits 
him to Japan at the behest 
of Kenuichio Harada (Will 
Yun Lee), a Japanese sol- 
dier in Nagasaki whom 


ity. His death sparks a kid- 
napping attempt on the life 
of Mariko (Tao Okamoto), 
Harada's granddaughter, 
which raises bigger ques- 
tions that even Wolverine 
himself may not be able to 
answer. 

Superhero movies often 
use their characters' pain 
as catalysts for more mind- 
bending (and sometimes 
mindless) action sequences. 
Not so with The Wolverine, 
director James Mangold's 
venture into the X-Men 
eanon. Here, Mangold 
informs the action with a 
relevant, significant look 
into Logan's origin story, 
turning the past into 
Wolverine's haunting - and 
ultimately freeing - present. 
Jackman is more than well- 
equipped to handle the chal- 
lenges he faces, and 
Fukushima and Okamoto 
stand shoulder to shoulder 
with Jackman, sometimes 
saving him from the brink - 
which isn’t often the case 
with female characters in 
superhero movies.
